Lorene Nelaon, ’ 31 , Has 
Been a Teacher in Tiny 
Village* for 8 Years

Live in Alaska in winter T “Not 
much” thinks the average man. 
“Horrors,” think most women. 

One woman who hasn’t thought 
to is Lorens Nelson, George Wash- 
ington alumna, who for the last 
three years hat taught in the Gov- 
•minent schools of Alaska. Upon 
her graduation with the class of 
1961, Miss Nelson secured appoint- 
ment in the Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, and vnui 
assigned to a post at Rydaburg, 
a snull Indian village In south- 
eastern Alaska. 

Here Hiss Nelson found herself 
far from the onteide world. The 
nearest town, Ketehikan, although 
only 160 miles away, was Inacces- 
sible except by air over the moun- 
tains or by a roundabout water pos- 
san. The principal of the school 
and his wife were the only other 
whites in the village. 

In such surroundings she set 
about teaching the young Injun. 
U^er stress of necessity, she de- 
veloped unsuspected talents, heoom- 
Ing not only a teacher of knowledge, 
but also musical Instructor, jan- 
itress, chief entertainer at town so- 
cials, yearbosk publisher, and gen- 
erM spiritual adviser. 

Hiss Nelson found the winters 
not so severe as expected, since In 
southeastern Alaska arctic blasts are 
tempered by Pacifle cuirents, the 
climate thus becoming one of fog 
and rain. 

After two years’ service in Hyda- 
burg, she was transferred to Ketch- 
ikan, a larger town containing most- 
ly whits people, in which living con- 
ditloru sN at a considerably higher 
standard. 

Each summer Hits Nelson re- 
turns to Waahington, making ^e 
long trip by boat north to Skagway 
an(T south to Seattle, then by train 
scrota the continent. TUs year she 
contemplates taking special courses 
at Columbia Unlvsrsity. 

Some of her impressions of In- 
dian life arc given In the following 
excerpts from a letter to a Hatchet 
staff member: 

"Yon Mked for information on the 
work and conditions up here. When 
I dcst nme I thought I’d writs an 
article for an educational magaaine, 
but SMn realised I didn’t know 
enough. Now, after nearly three 
years, I feel that I know still lets. 
I’m sure that you cant use any- 
thing I may ^ite, but for your own 
Information 111 hit a few high spots. 

“In the Indtan villages of south- 
Mt^ Alaska, namely, Mstlakatia. 
Hydabnrg, and Klawock, tha people 
art dean and honest. Host of them 
•topped Mhoel in the third or foWth 
J*.*? heeauee they realise that 
their children mutt compete with the 
whites for their very existence, 
they are anxious for the youngsters 
to get ahead and to flnbh school. 


high-caste people are proud of their 
splendid blood and don’t forget it. 
They are your logical leaders as erell 
as your chief dissenters. They have 
their ovrn native mayor and town 
council, and run their own affairs. 

“Their whole income is earned in 
about tlx vreeks ia tbe summer by 
seining. A few men troll in tbe win- 
ter,. but prices on flsh have been to 
low that expenses can’t be mads. 
The depression of tbe last few years 
Its taught the Indian how to spend 
bit money more wisely. Hereto- 
fore, at the close of the fishing sea- 
son the men would squander several 
hundreds of dollars on a good thne 
in Ketchikan or tome other town. 
The average income in the last few 
yeturt has been about $160 a year. 
I know of one family of flve that 
lived for a year on $70 — a father 
and mother must be frugal add 
thrifty to feed and clothe their fam- 
ily on that amount. I’ve yet to see 
their little girl wear a soiled or torn 
dress. Few white people could do 
as well. 

“The Indiaos to all appearances 
are Christians. In Hydaburg most of 
them attend a beautiful little Pres- 
byterian church, whose stained glass 
windows sad natural wood interior 
add to its charm. Its minister is a 
Halda Indian, fully ordained. His 
grammar is atrocious, but his ser- 
mons show the breadth of hit knowl- 
edge. He it not only well-traveled 
but well-read. 1 have a place in my 
heart for every one of those peo- 
ple there. 

“In Ketchikan we have a splen- 
did school and are using the most 
progressive methods of education. 
. . . It’s heaps of fun teaching here." 


E. A. Harriman, authority on 
“Contracts” and well known to law 
students as author of the text book, 
“Harriman on Contract,” was a for- 
mer member of the law faculty of 
George Washington University. 


Two former deans of the Law 
School at George Washington Uni- 
versity are now members of tbe fac- 
ulty M Yale University.
